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WM bitter Paſſion, grievouſly reſlecting upon 
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mort Time, came to much Poverty and 
Want, and often after I relieved her. 


Two others were very ſouer to me, 
the one was the juſtice's Wife, the other 
my Husbands Mother, (made ſo by the 
two firft mentioned Laſſes;) whoſe 


Stories and Lyes had ſo filled them with 
bitter Unkindneſs towards me, that they 


very much hurt my Husband, by ſetting 
him againſt me: The Juſtices Wife eſpe- 
cially, cauſed me to go through much Exer- 
ciſe, but however it laſted not long, for in 
a few Months after I was convinced, ſhe 
went for London, where ſhe ſtayed ſome 


Time: Now the Time of her intended Re- 


turn being come, the Coach was provided to 
fetch her home; Death ſtruck her, and ſhe 
died, and was brought Home dead. _ 

My Husband's Mother being very full 
of Wrath and Bitterneſs towards me, I 


thought to have pacified her by Intreaty, - 


and by acquainting her a little with ſome 
Part of my Exercile, And that I did not 
go to the Quakers in a ſtubborn Mind, or 
Self-will, nor with any ill Deſign of undoing 


. my Husband, as ſome reported. But when 


I began to ſpeak to her, ſhe flew into a

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me, ſaying, I would undo hey Child, mean. 
ing my Husband ; but I could by no

But the Enemy ſoon ſtirred up ano- 
ther, which was her Husband, my Huſ- 
band's Father - in- Law, and he came one 
Time full of Prejudice againſt me, to our 
Houſe, and brought a great Book with 
him, and fate down: My Husband ſoon 
1 came in, where they both ſet upon me, 
Reflecting upon the Quakers ; whereupon 
l attempted to go out of Door, but my 
e Husband prevented me, for he placed 
Jill Himſelf by the Door, on purpoſe to hinder 
may going out. . 15 
In thoſe Days I could not talk, or con- 
tend much for the Tx UT R, but bleſſed 
be God I was made willing to ſuffer for it 
many Ways; but That whi was hardeſt for 
me to bear, was from my Husband, whom I 
loved as my own Life; we had not then been | 
married above Two Tears, ſo that if 78 L 
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Jad not upheld me, I had {ited The 
Loving Kindneſs of God, I would have it be 
had in everlaſting Remembrance by all Mor- 
zals, but more'eſpecially by me, and all that 
ever belongs to my Line. + 

Now, (as I was ſaying). my Huſ- 
band not permitting me to go out as J 
intended, the Great Book Was laid upon 
the Table, and they faid, j f lacked a 
Book to read, there was one 2 to look 
in, and urged me to read it; whereiipon 
I took it, and read a While to my felt, 
but I ſoon ſhut it up, and would read 
no more: I ſam it to be a Piece of an Ads 
verſarj to TRUTH, and ſtuffed with Hes 
and Eumity; and then took up the BBL E 
in my. Hand, and the firſt Place I caſt my 

Eye upon, was that Paſſage in the Pſalm, 
where it is ſaid, Ir is better to truſt in the

that I felt in reading thereof, I am fare. 
it Was more to me than any outward. Trea-. 
fare, for I found my Strength renewed, and,

Expreſſions, . That if he were my

Now it was not long e're the Lord 
brought them both to à Senſe of their 
Error, for the next Time they met, 
my Father. in-Law told my Husband, 
That he was ver) ſorry for what he had 
ſaid and done to me, and that he would ne- 
ver do ſo more; neither indeed did he, 
but ever after was very loving and mo-
